Hope In swelling numbers on their hailing way 
from Ihe Koolenays to the vlclidty 
some of their kin are Imprisoned are obeying ‘n*; ji 
In seeking—or ostensibly seeking—to 
children for local schooling. But the makers of the 
law could never have envisioned such clrcumstai^. 

Certainly It would be unfair lo the schoolchildren 
of the Hope district to require them to attend 
on the shift system to make room in existing fadlitlw. 
describeil a.H already overtaxed, fojr the many chil¬ 
dren being taken along on the Ir^. 

Nor can the provision of extra accommodation be 
regarded as in any way tlie responsibility of the local 
school board—the less when in a few days the Sons 
of Fi.'edom may have moved on. Tbe members of 
this troublesome sect are not present by the wish or 
invitation of the people of the district. 

Premier Bennett and Attorney-General Bonner 
apparently want now to follow a policy of non-lmer- 
ferefvee as long as Ihe migrant band remaina orderly 
and peaceful, giving the Freedomifes no opportunity 
to cry persecution nor even to imagine themselves op- 
preaacil. as they are so clearly Inclined to do. r 

This may be the wisest course In the present stt- 
uation; time will tell. But simely it should entail the 
department of education providing teachers and 
schooling facilities for the campers, even If the accot^ 
ir.odation Is of rudimentary and easily transported 
type. 

The law requires that the Doukhohor children be 
sent to school. Good .sense dictates that they should 
also. But this is a provincial responsibility and should 
not be an added trouble fbr the conununities unfortun¬ 
ately invaded.

Hedges Need Thought 


' »r M. V. ( HBRNirr. ikhs 

Back in those pre-war days when 
you could get a willing and knowl¬ 
edgeable Chlnem gardenei to take 
over the more itmiuoud of the gar¬ 
den chores (or a few bucks per week, 
it didn't matter to much If things 
ware done the hard way. > 

Nowadays, whan we have to do 
all our gardening with our own lily- 
white hands, It behooves us to collect 
and put to work every gond labor- 
saving idea that comes along. 1 am 
not thinking so much at the moment 
of mechanical and power-driven 
equipment but In learning what 
plants can fei along T'fib a minimum 
of nursing cere. 

In tha matter of hedg*^- 'vhst we 
want Is something not loo costly to 
buy In the first place but which wlU 
make good growth and yet wlU not, 
require too-fiaquent clipping and 
(rimming. I gueia most folks would 
rule out privet for this last re¬ 
quirement.

However, the common privet 
hedge shouldn't be dismissed so 
casually, for there Is no hedge plant 
so tough and tenacloui of life and. 
If It la given the proper treatment at 
the start, the upk^ naedn'l be such 
a chore. 


llie trick here la to cut back your 
newly planted privet hedge to six- 
inch stubs. This will ancDUrage the 
production of plenty of branches 
from low dowm. and your hadgs will 
not only be nice and thick right 
down to the ground, with none of 
the leggineas ao often associated with 
privet. Because the available sap 
from the roots will be distributed 
Into more branches, growth amn't 
be so rampant.

Furthermore, If you do your clip¬ 
ping at the right times, twice a year 
will be enough to keep the hedge 
neat and presentable^ I cyt the nrlvet 
In June, before tha new spring 
grawth has hsrdaned up and b^me 
woody, and again In mid-September 
after which very llltle growth Is 
I made most years. The same timing 
' works well on golden privet, lonicera 
and mloneasier hedges. 

Green baech ntakea a grand hedge 
and I am rather surprised it Isn't 
used more often.

time, Lawson's cypress and arboc- 
vliae aUo can get by with only ona 
trimming a year, preferably In June. 
From the labor-aavlng standpoint - 
In get the longeat period of tidiness 
from a single clipping — a laurel 
hedge should be trimmed In August 
but. If you wranl the liurel pruning* 
for Christmas decoration, it doesn't 
hurt the hedge to leave U until 
December.

In any hedge, trimming Is simpli¬ 
fied It Ihe badge Is kept wfdge 
ahaped. slightly narrower at the lop 
than at the base. This makes a lldler- 
looking hedge, with less surface to 
attend to, and hat the advantage nf 
allowing sun. air and rain to resch 
and ri|>en thd wood In Ihe lower 
branches and shoots. Without a 
broad, flat top. It la much lr*a likely 
to be damaged by a fall of heavy 
wet snow. 

In selecting your type of hedge, 
always rememb^ you can't have It 
both ways. If you want a hedge that 
puts on height In a hurry, you must 
• resign yourself to more frequent 
trimming, and I should point out Ihe 
fast-growing lubjecls are usually 
short-lived to boot. Th* more perms 
nent varieties will Uke longer to 
reach an elfective height but will 
require very littla work thereafter.
